HE Deputies of the Congrefs being met 
ai the Cafile the 4th, refolv’d to write to 
all the Palatinates of the Kingdom to in- 

_ vite them to a Union ; and co ail the Bi- 
fhops to exhort them to repair to the Con- 
grefs, declaring that if any of them refus’d to come, 
they fhall be excluded from the Senate, and depriv’d 
of ali their Honours and Dignities. *Twas refolv’d 
likewife to write very fharply to the Pope concerning 
the unjuft Inhibitions he has laid on all che Bithops 
of Foland, asd concerning the Detention of the Bi- 
fhop of Pofnania. Some Deputies {poke very warm- 
ly upon .his Subjedt, and inveigh’d againft the Court 
of Rome for taking upon them to intermeddle in the 
geblick Affairs uf the Kingdom ; nay, they went fo 
ar aso fay, That the Pope was neither the Vicar of 
Corift, nor Succeffor of St. Perer ; but rather a Pha- 
raoh, who went about to deftroy Liberty with the 
Fai:h, and the Paith with Liberty. Since that day 
there has becn no Meeting at the Caftle, but feveral 
private Conferences at the Bernardines, where it was 
refviv'd to draw up a Manifefto in the Name of the 
whole Republick againft the Pope and his Minifters, 
burco delay the Publication thereof til] they had re- 
ceiv'd tbe Pope's Anfwer to the Letter the Congrefs 
was to write to him, which will be difpatch’d away 
to mcrrow : And ‘tis refolv’d to fend it to the Queen 
Dowager of Poland, becaufe there is one Article in it 
concerning the Imprifonment of the 2 Princes James 
and Conftantine Sobeski, her Sons, and defire her 
¢o deliver 1t into the Pore’s own Hands. Some days 
ago we receiv’d the Univerfalia from the Cardinal 
Primate, to convene the little Diets in our Diftric : 
The Commiffioners appoinred by the Congrefs, be- 
gan the firft of tbis Month to confer with thofe of 
the King of Sweden, in the Convent of the Bare- 
foot Carmelires, in order to draw up the Treaty we 
have formerly fpoken of. The Commiffioners of 
Swedcn {poke firft, and moved to confirm the Electi- 
on of King Staniflaus, and to proceed to his Coro- 
nation ; they likewife propos’d aLeague withSweden 
againft the Muicovites, the Re-eftablifhment of the 
Family of Sapieha in their Eftates, Honours, and 
Dignities, &c. And then our Commiffioners propos’d 
to renew the Treaty of Oliva without any difmem- 
bering of the Provinces of. this Kingdom ; a Ceffa- 
tion of a!l Contributions, and the Reftitution of the 
Artillery caken in feveral Places by the Swedes, &c. 
Since that day the Commiffioners on both fides have 
continued to work on the feveral Heads of the 
Treaty, which, we are told, is already in a good 
forwardnefs. ‘Tis given out that King Staniflaus 
will be crown’d the 29th. 
From rhe Amfterdam Gazette, dared September 22. 
Warfaw, Seprember 8. The Congrefs did not meet 
Yefterday : they had only a privare Conference at 
th: Rernardines, where it was refolv’d to draw up 
another Manifefto in the Name of al) the Republick 
agsinitthe Court of Rome, and the Apoftolick Mi- 
nfters. General Oginski affembled the Diets in 
- Samogitia on the 3d Inftant, and ask’d of them to 
furnith him in 6 Weeks with acertain Sum of Mo- 
ney and quantity of Provifions, ?Tis thought that

after the Coronation, the King of Sweden will march 
with the greateft Part of his Army againft the Muf- 
covites, and King Staniflaus againft the Coffacks.. 
General Slippenbach arriv’d here the 6th, on the 
Part of the Kiing of Pruffia, as ‘tis faid, co propofe 
a Marriage becween the Prince Royal of Pruflia, and 
the Sifter of the King uf Sweden. 

Mittau, September 7. The Mufcovites have taken 
Poft with 400 Men at the Fort of the Caftle, with- 
out any other Lofs than of 4 Men wounded. They 
are raifing their Batteries, The Befieg’d made a Sal- 
? es with 200 Men, but were repuls’d with 

ofs. 

Amfterdam, September 22. Our laft Advices from 
Saxony, which are of the 17th, fay, the King of Po- 
land was then at Drefden. General Reinfchild 
keeps with a Body of between 16 and 18000 Swedes 
on the other fide the River Viadre, ro guard the 
Frontiers of great Poland. General Mazeppa ad- 
vances more and more in little Poland with a very 
numerous Army. He makes his Troops obferve a 
good Difcipline, confidering the Coffacks are a Peo- 

le inclin’d to commit Diforders wherever they come. 

e receiv’d the Deputies of Leopol very favourably, 
and promis’d that none of his Troops fhould come 
intothe Town. The Bifhop of Caminieck and Arch- 
bifhop of Leopol have excus’d themfeives from pers 
forming the Ceremony of the Coronation, left they 
fhould draw upon their Heads the fame Treatment, 
the Bifhop of Pofnania has found before them.

Warfaw, Sepcember 10. General Mazeppa is broke 
up from Gliniaufe, and marches this Way with his 

roops: Wherever he comes he does all he can co 
deftroy the Forrage, and ruin the Lands belonging to 
fuch as are fallen off from their Allegiance to King 
Auguftus, The Standard-bearer of the Crown has

their Proteftation againft it, and declar’d they could 
in no wife defift from fuch juft Pretenfions; which 
has created great Difcords and Mifunderftandings a- 
mong the Deputies of the Congrefs. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Sept. 29, 
Hamburg, Sept. 15. According to our Letters from 
Poland the Congrefs at Warfaw have nor of late had 
any publick Meeting, but only fome private Confe- 
rences, wherein they have refolv’d that a general 
Amnefty fhould be granted to all fuch as will within

and have appointed 2 Deputies to carry this Refolu- 
tion to the Crown-General, and to the Cardinal Pri- 
mate: Each Farm-houfe is to furnifh a Man, to 
raife a confiderable Army for the new-elected King 
Staniflaus, and they have already begun to fertle the 
Number each Waywodhhip thall provide.

The Arch-bifhop of Lemberg, who 1s to 
perform the Ceremony of crowning the new King, 
is gone from Thorn to Warfaw, witha Guard com- 
manded by Major General Meyertelt.

Hamburg, September 25 Our Advices from Po- 
land fay, that the Swedes continue in their former 
Camp between Blonia and Ujazdow, waiting for 4 
Regiments of Dragoons, and the Regiment‘of Foot 
of General Horn from Pruilia; which Troops are 
~ coming under the Command of Genezal Meyerfeld, 
who has with him the Archbithop of Lemberg, and 


that Prelate is, they fay, to crown the King elect. 


General Stromberg is with his Troops to join Gene- 


val Reinfchild, in cafe either the Coffacks under Ge-’ 


neral Mazeppa, or the Saxons fhould bend their 
March towards Cracow. The Troops of the Way- 
wode of Kiovia and of General Sapicha are near 
Brotsk, 5 Leagues from Warfaw, on the other fide 
of the Viftula. Conferences are daily held at War- 
faw between the Swedith Minifters and the Deputies 
‘of the Confederacy : they have fettled the Articles 
of the Amnefty, and refolv’d that ali Perfons, who 
by a certain Day do noc abandon King Auguttus 
fhall be accounted Rebels. The Pruifian General 
Slippenbach has been at Blonia with the King of 
Sweden, and had Audience of bim. The Ara:y of 
the Coffacks pafs'd the 2d Inftan: within 2 Miles of 
Lemberg; fome fay they are going cowards Sendo- 
mir and Cracow, to open a Paflage for the Saxon 
Troops to come into Poland ; but others are of Upi- 
nion, they will rather march by the way of Lublin 
towards Warfaw. The Saxon and Polith Troops 
that came fome time fince into Ermeland, wait there 
for the Arrival of the Saxon Lieutenant General 
Schuylemberg, after which they will act againft the 
Swede. Arc the Diet held at Rofania in Lithuania, 
where the Staroft Oginski himfelf was prefenr, the 
Nobility would not refolve to take up Arms, nor to 
give any Money: bur they fent Deputies to the 
Czar of Mufcovy to deGre to be exempted from 
fupplying him with Provifions. The Saxon Troops 
were ftill ac Guben, having all things ready and wait- 
ing only for Orders to pafs the Oder; which they 
have done by this time, or muft do very foon, fince 
the Forrage on that fide the River is all confum’d, 
and King Auguftus is certainly on the way from 
Drefden to join them.

Mittau, Sept. 14. Yefterday at 4 in the Afternoon 
the Czar fent a Drummer out of this Town to the 
Cattle, to fummon the Swedith Governour to furren- 
der, which he refus’d to do: Thereupon the Mufco- 
vites ftuck into the Ground a great Standard, which 
having wav'd in the Air for half an Hour, they gave 
anorber Signal, upon which they begun ro bombard 
the Caftle from 5 Mortars, ard to batter it with 7 
heavy Cannon. The Bombs did good Execution, 
and the Bodies of feveral Men were feen flying up in 
the Air. The Bombardment lafted all Night till 
6 this Morning, and one Baftion was batter’d down. 
P. S. Two Officers with a Drummer are come out of 
the Caftle, and defire to capitulate in the Name of 
the Swedith Governour: Articles will be allow'd him, 
bur not fo honourable, as if he had yielded fooner. 
We are amaz'd to {ee how expert the Mufcoviies are 
in throwing of Bombs.

The Letrerto 
the Pope, mention’d in our laft, was fent away b 
an Exprefs the gth. The Deputies of the Congre 
have receiv'd a Letter from the Cardinal Primate, 
dated the ift Inftant from Dan:zick, wherein he 
praifes extreamly the Refolves they are already come 
to, and confequently approves them : But he advifes 
them not to be too hafty ro. crown King Sraniflaus, 
becaule of the Confequerces may attend it, which 
might be fuch as would fruftrate the Republick of 
the little Liberty it has left: And at laft he makes 
feveral Excufes for bis noc coming to the Congrefs, 
Notwithftanding all this, ‘tis ftill faid they will pro- 
ceed to the Coronation the 29rh of this Month ; and 
to thac end they are preparing the Crown, Sceptre, 
and the other Badges of Kingly Dignity, that are 
ufually imploy'd on like Occafions. The Commif 
fioners of the Republick continue their Conferences 
with thofe of the King of Sweden in the Convent 
of tae Bare-foot Carmelites :- And our Commiffioners 
having 2 days ago infifted afreih on the Reftitution of 
the Artillery and Plate the Swedes have taken away 
in feveral Places of che Kingdom ; Thofe of Sweden 
deciar'd pofitively they would. never yield tothae 
Poinr ; fo that all our Commitfioners defifted from ir, 
except the Bifhop of Caminieck, who adher'd firmly, 
and would not abate one Inch of that Demand. The 
King of Sweden is exacting the Contributions that 
were laid on this Town. King Auguftus has fent 
Univerfalia to the Gencrals of the Confederate Army 
of the Crown, recommending to them to join the 
Coffacks without delay, that they might be able to 
act more effectually againft the Swede, in concert 
with the Army his Majefty is bringing out of Saxony.

Warfaw, Sept. 15. King Staniflaus arriv’d here the 
12th from the King of Sweden’s Camp, which is 
ftill ac Blonia, where General Slippenbach at prefent 
is, and where Conferences are daily held.
